HETTY GREEN SAYS 
RICH FACE WANT. 


Tells of Lending Millions to 


Wealthy New York Men 
Crippled by the Re- 
cent Panic. 


NO AID FOR VANDERBILTS 


Roosevelt Blamed for Agitation 
and Charge Made That He 
Is Planning His Re- 
nomination. 


Boston, Mass., Feb. 14.—[Special.)}—Mrs. 
Hetty Green, the shrewdest business woman 
in Amerioa, was unhurt by the recent panic. 
She said so herself today and added that she 
could have profited immensely by it had she 
so desired. 

When the crash came she had nothing but 
money, while many of her associates had 
everything but money. Many she aided, but 
others were “turned down” without cere 
mony. 

Among the latter class, Mrs. Green said, 
was the Vanderbilt family. The famous Van- 
derbilt jewela, she asserted, were offered as 
Security for a loan, but Mrs. Green “ did not 
deal ln diamonds.” 

This statement by Mre. Green was d- 
nounced as absurd by a member of the Van- 
derbilt family in New York. It was also ridi- 
culed by a representative of the Vanderbilt 
estate. 

Harty Payne Whitney borrowed $1,000,000 
from her, she said, and the New York Cen- 
tral also used some of her cash. 

E. V. W. Rossiter, vice president and gen- 
eral manager of the New York Central lines, 
tonight contragicted the statement by Mrs. 
Green that his road had borrowed money 
from her. 

Mrs. Green blamed President Roosevelt's 
policies as contributing to the financial storm 
and added the president would be re#lected 
for another term. Im effect she said that 
Secretary Taft is only a decoy, placed in the 
race to lure delegates. 


Saw Crash Coming. 

“I saw this. situation developing three 
years ago.“ she said, “‘ and I am on record as 
predicting it. I said then that the rich were 
approaching the brink and that a ‘ panic’ 
was inevitable. 

There were signs which I could not ig- 
nore. Some of the most solid men of the 
‘street’ came to me and wanted to unload 
all sorts of things, from palatial residences 
down to automobiles. 

The New York Central quietly negotiated 
with me for a big loan that made me sit up 
and do some thinking; for that road is one 
of the wealthiest in the world. 

“Rbere hed been .enermane inflation in 
values, and when the unloading process 
was begun, holders of securities found great 
difficulty in getting real money from the 
public. The stringency was felt by the big 
brokers and manipulators long before the 
people had any inkling.such u enden ex- 
Ist ed. 

“I saw the handwriting on the wall and 
began quietly to call in my money, making 
few new transactions, and getting into my 
hands every available dollar of my fortune 
against the day I Knew was coming. 

“Every real estate deal which I could 
possibly close up I converted into cash. [ 
never buy real estate. First mortgages are 
good enough for me. 


Had Nothing but Cash. 

“When the crash came I had money. I 
Was one of the few who really had it. Others 
had their ‘securities’ and their values 
I had the cash and they had to come to me. 
They did come in droves. To some of them 
I lent money and to some I did not. That 
Was my privilege. 

Those to whom I lent my money got it 
at 6 per cent. I might just as easily have 
secured 40 per cent. But never in my life, 
no matter what has been said against me, 
have I practiced usury, and no one knows 
it better than the wealthy men who have 
had business dealings with me. 

“ Aside from the ‘financiers,’ I went to 
the relief of many others engaged in legiti- 
mate’ business. Nearly all the big depart- 
ment stores in New York came to me and I 
lent them money. Harry Payne Whitney 
applied for a loan of $1,000,000 and I let him 
have it. 

“TI loaned money to the New York Cen- 
tral, but when the Vanderbilt family applied 
I refused them. .They came to me some little 
time ago-—that is, before the wedding—and 
brought a box two feet long containing the 
famous Vanderbilt jewels. They wanted me 
to take them as security and lend them 
money. But, Lord bless you, I knew noth- 
ing about diamonds and such things. 

“They may have been worth all that was 
claimed, but I don’t deal in diamonds. I 
know a few things about real estate mort- 
gages, but not jewels. I have no use for 
them in my business. 


„Mrs. Vanderbilt Needs Guardian.” 

“They say Mrs. Cornelius Vanderbilt is 
going to marry a Hungarian count. She 
ought to have a guardian instead. Her hus- 
band was one of God's anointed. He was one 
of the finest men lever knew. He gratified 
every whim of his wife, and she, poor woman, 
thinks every other man in the world is like 
him. She will be sadly disillusioned if she 
marries that foreigner. 

“Tf she marries him the control of the 


Vanderbilt system of railroads will pass 


out of the family’s hands. The millions 
which Gladys took to her husband have been 
shipped to Hungary, and the other millions 
which her mother will have to give up if 
she marries the count Will be shipped to 
Hungary. 

„That would leave the other members of 
the family in the position of having to pur- 
chase the railroad securities held by these 
two women and to pay cash for them. 

“Those foreigners won't take any securi- 
ties. When they marry us they demand real 


money, and they get it. Can the Vanderbilt 


family pay the price? Well—— 


Evils Not Yet Cured. 
Money is easier than it was a spell back, 
as every one knows. Why should it not be 
after the rain of government dollars which 


| Cortelyou poured into the banks? 


„ But that merely wae ‘first aid to the 
injured.’ It doesn't correct the evil. Hard 
times are bound to continue until after elec- 
tion and then what will happen no one knows. 
Ultimately the financial situation will adjust 
itself, but not on the past inflated basis. 

“Personally I have faith in American 
business institutions, and as soon as this faith

REFUSED TO COAL A VESSEL. 


Steamer Delayed in New Orleans When 


Workers Quit. 


New Orleans, La. Feb. 14.—[Special, }— 
Beventy-two delegates to the dock and cotton 
ton council from thirteen labor organizations 
were indicted today by the federal grand jury 
for interference with the commerce of the 
United States with foreign countries. 

The specific charge is that the members 
composing the mother labor body are guilty 
of having ordered the Coal Wheelers’ union 
refuse to coal the steaznship Habil of the Cen- 
tral American line last Monday. 

Under the Sherman act the penalty pro- 
vided in such cases is imprisonment not to 
exceed one year and a fine not In excess of 
$5,000. 


Ten Associations Are Hit. 

The men indicted are delegates to the cen- 
tral body from the following unions: 

Screwmen’s Benevolent association, both white 
and negro. 

Cotten Empleyes, Stevedores, and Longshore- 
men’s Benevolent society. 

Orleans Freight Handlers’ Doalem en. 

Stave Clessers, Teamsters, and Loaders’ 
lent association. 

Coal Wheelers’ association. 

Orleans Freight Handlers, local Mo. 891. 

Longshoremen’s Protective union and benevolent 
association. 

Gotten Tard men's Benevolent association Wo. 8. 

Gotten Yardmen’s Benevolent asociation No. 8. 


Specific Charge of Crime. 

In the indictment the men are accused of 
having “engaged in a conspiracy in re 
straint of the trade of the United States 
with foreign countries, and particularly with 
the commerce with Central America.“ It is 
charged that by “ unlawful use of the dock 
and cotton council" and through the coal 
wheelers’ association, which has a monopoly 
of coaling vessels here, the labor men pre- 
vented the loading with fuel of the steamer 
and that thie prevented the vessel's salling 
last Monday. 

Thie wae done, it is charged, because the 
steamship company refused to employ only 
members of the Stevedore Longshoremen Be- 
nevolent association and the Longshoremen’s 
Benevolent association to load freight on the 
steamer. 

When the coalers quit work last Monday 
on order of the dock and cotton council! the 
steamship company was unable to secure 
other labor. John B. Cefalu, president of the 
line, appeared before the federal grand jury 
and asked that body to take cognizance of 
the alleged violation of the federal law. 

The steamer was due to leave for Port 
Cortez when the coal heavers stopped work 
and wes delayed twelve hours. It was only 
enabled to depart then because Cefalu, under 
alleged compuleion, signed a three years’ 
contract with the stevedores and longshore- 


men. 
Other Charges Pending. 

The complaint of the owners of the Habil 
only hurried the indictment of the laboring 
men. The grand jury has been considering 
for weeks the charges against the organiza- 
tions growing out of the strike here last Oc- 
tober, when 10,000 men were out. 

It is charged that they then restrained mén 
willing to work from unloading cars at the 
railroad terminals and loading ships in the 
harbor. Many vessels were compelled to 
lie idle at the wharves for weeks. 

With the stevedores and longshoremen 
the members of fifteen affiliated organiza- 
tions walked out. This brought the com- 
merce of the city toa standstill 

A special session of the state legislature 
was called on account of strained labor con- 
ditions, and a port investigation committee 
appointed to examine into the accusations of 
both sides, with a view to placing the blame, 
ae the high charges were deciared to be ruin- 
ing the trade of the city.

ROCKEFELLER IS ASKED

New York Society Adopts Petition Re- 
questing Program Adopted by Med- 
ical Research Institute Be Changed. 


New York, Feb. 16.—4 resolution peti- 
tioning John D. Rockefeller to reconsider 
hie program of unrestricted vivisection in 
the Rockefeller Institute of Medical Re- 
search as being contrary to the human senti- 
ment of advancing ethical progress was 
passed at a meeting tonight of the New York 
Anti-Vivisection society. 

Clergymen, legislators, and several others 
spoke in the interest of a campaign looking 
to the enactment of anti-vivisection legisla- 
tion in New York state. The speakers in- 
cluded Senator Alfred Page, Assemblyman 
F. K. W. Johnston, John DeWitt Warner, 
and G. Frank Stevens of Philadelphia.

“DEAD” L CARS DARK PRISONS 


Power Fails on Eastern Part of 
Metropolitan Railway. 


PASSENGERS LEFT IN AIR. 


After Long Wait “Grounding” of Ca- 
ble Is Found and Repaired. 


* 


A Frounded cable, that could not be 
discovered in the darkness, tied up all the 
trains on the Metropolitan Elevated railroad 
east of Marshfield avenue and some trains 
west for nearly two hours last night. 

Passengers were held prisoners in the cars 
for an hour and a half or more between sta- 
tions. 

“An accident that might not our once in 
a lifetime,’’ was the way an official decribed 
it. 

It was 9:50 when all the trains east of 
Marshfield avenue stopped running. After 
a time it was discovered that one of the ca- 
bles of the railroad had been grounded 
as a result of the rain. A hundred workmen 
were sent out to discover where the water 
had got in and grounded the current. 


Many Trains Are Dead.“ 

Garfield and Douglas park trains continued 
to run west of Marshfield station, but all the 
other trains were dead. Persons living in 
the Humboldt Park and Logan square dis- 
tricts found themselves seriously inconven- 
lenced as well as those who wished to come 
downtown. 

“ Fortunately, it was at a time of night 
when the traffic is not heavy,” said an official 
at 1% o'clock. “If we could discover the 
grounded cable it would not take more than 
five minutes to have the trains running 


again.” 

At that hour the theaters were yielding up 
their crowds, and many persons who depend 
entirely upon the elevated railroad for trans- 
pertation were seriously inconvenienced. 
They mounted to the elevated platforms on 
the loop. waited impatiently, and then dis- 
gustedly sought the surface cars when it de- 
came apparent that they would not be able 
to use the elevated. 

The grounded cable was known to be some- 
where between Marshfield avenue and Frank- 
lin street and the passengers in the cars 
stalled between those stations suffered the 
greatest danger and inconvenience. 


Break Found at Last. 

At 11:10 o'clock the grounded cable was 
discovered at a point between the power 
house in Throop street and Marshfield ave- 
nue and the damage was repaired in a few 
minutes. A screw that fastened one side of 
the strap Insulator holding the cable in post- 
ton caused all the trouble. This screw had 
worked loose, permitting water to enter and 
forming a short circuit.

THREATENS TO OUST HIM. 


Chairman Hill Denounces Gov- 
ernor’s Statement as Slan- 
der and Worse. | 


Angered by charges of unfairness and po- 
Htical favoritism which again halted the 


hearing of the asylum investigating commit- . 
tee, Chairman John W. Hilt yesterday made 


a vitriolic attack upon Gov. Deneen. Presi- 
dent W. B. Moulton of the state civil service 
commission, being the governor's personal 
representative at the hearing, shared in the 
denunciation, and was ordered to bold his 
peace or take the risk of being ejected from 
the committee room. 

White with rage and emphasizing his re- 
marks by pounding his fist on the table be- 
fore him, Mr. Hill called Gov. Deneen’s re- 
port upon state asylums “that slander,“ 
“that libel,” that underhanded blackmall- 
ing proposition,“ and other things equally 
strong. 

Not the least affected by this outburst, At- 
torney Moulton insisted that the proceeding 
was being carried on unfairly. and used the 
strongest terms at his command to reiterate 
that the committee wae collecting only such 
evidence as would injure Gov. Deneen and 
the state administration. 

“If you gentlemen have any answer to 
make to these charges of unfairness you may 
make them, said Mr. Moulton. “You have 
no right to ask subpoenas from the state of 
Illinois to bring witnesses here to bolster up 
your ewn position, and I will not permit it.“ 


Almost Come to Blows., 

Then Representatives Manny and Mo- 
Laughlin took a hand in the denunciation 
of those who appeared as representatives 
of the governor and so heated did the dis- 
cussion become that blows were averted 
with difficulty. Mr. Moulton and Mr. Mo- 
Laughlin, who were separated by a long 
table, were making rapid strides to get 
around it in an apparent desire to settle 
the question of fairnéss then and there, 
when the sergeant-at loudly pounded 
a chair against the foor Kor order. Then 
there was a slight readjust t of positions 
and the storm cloud passed over for the 
time being. 

This temporary quiet, however, does not 
indicate that the storm is over. Chairman 
Hill took great pains to doclare ominously 
that it was his intention to call Mr. Moulton 
to the stand and make a thorough investi- 
gation as to whether the president of the 
civil service commission had been using his 
nonpartisan office to assist the governor or 
whether he had been accepting fees from 
Gov. Deneen.”’ 

Mr. Moulton, on the other hand, declared 
that he would welcome an opportunity to 
say a few things to the committee and that 
he was ready to go on the stand immediately. 
The manner in which he said a few 
things indicated that he really had much 
to say and that there was little hope for 
success following in the wake of peace 
overtures. 


Drawing Up of Governor’s Report. 

The questions asked at the afternoon ges- 
sion, according to Mr. Moulton and friends 
of the state board of charities, stamped the 
cattery as a political move. The ques- 
tions alluded to dealt entirely with Gov. De- 
neen’s recently published report on asylum 
conditions. W. C. Graves was questioned 
closely as to what part he had taken in 
getting out the report. The trouble grew out 
of his objection that the mechanical work 
of drawing up the report did not appear 
to have any bearing upon the main issue 


_which was under investigation. 


The pot of trouble which had been bubbling 
gently throughout the morning boiled over 
shortly after the afternoon session opened. 
Mr. Manny had been asking Secretary 
Graves about his connection with the gov- 
ernor’s report and Mr. Graves had been an- 
eswering. 

“The report had to be cut down consid- 
erably and I did the work of cutting, that 
was all. said Mr. Graves. 

Who was present on that occasion?’ de- 
manded Mr. Manny. 

“Do you want me to answer that ques- 
tion? said Mr. Graves, addressing Mr. Moul- 
ton, whom he just had retained as his at- 
torney. 


Moulton Objects to Questions. 


“I object to these questions as not within 
our investigation and they are again for the 
sole purpose of trying to find out something 
against the governor. They do not relate 
to the accidents in the institutions, said Mr. 
Moulton, addressing the committee. 

Is that all?“ asked Mr. Hill. 

“I object to this state civil service com- 
mission trying to block this Investigation,” 
commented Mr. McLaughlin. ‘‘ Mr. Moulton 
will be on the stand and he will have a 
chance to be heard. I don’t think it is right 
for this man to come here before the news- 
papers charging us with being unfair and 
continually interrupting and trying to coach 
witnesses.”

Graves Tells of Bad Conditions. 


In his statement of conditions in various 
institutions Mr. Graves told of many changes 
which should be made. Recommendations 
had been made regarding these reforms, he 
said, but various obstacles had arisen to 
prevent them from being carried out. 

He told of the water system at Jackson- 
ville, which, he said, was in bad condition. 
This was due to the fact that the town of 
Jacksonville had not solved the water 
problem, he testified, but that work was be- 
ing carried on now which probably would re- 
sult in radical changes in that direction. 

Mr. Gravee algo told of the drownings in 
the reservoir at Jacksonville. He had in- 
vestigated each of the cases and recommenda- 
tione were made in each case that fences be 
constructed about these ponds. It was due 
to the lack of authority of the board of 
charities, apparently, that these recom- 
mendations were not immediately enforced. 

The death of William Fanning at the Jack- 
sonville asylum was explained by Secretary 
Graves in detail. He told of the arrival of the 
patient at the asylum and of his death a few 
days later from injuries which had not been 
explained. An investigation by the coroner, 
he said, had brought out the story of a 
struggle which took place between the insane 
man and members of his family at Jersey- 
ville before his arrival at the asylum. A 
brother of the man had overpowered him 
when he was seen rushing at his mother with 
a hammer in his hand. 

“The brother testified that he had laid 
him gently upon the floor, but that did not 
seem possible in the case of an insane man 
who was armed with a hammer,” said Mr. 
Graves. 


Attendants Poorly Paid. 


Then he spoke in defense of the poorly paid 
attendants at the institutions, who are com- 
pelled to work in most cases twelve hours 
A. day. 

They have got damnable jobs, exclaimed 
Mr. Graves. Just imagine any one of us 
going into wards with madmen and living 
with them, sleeping in these same wards. and 
for small pay. It is easy enough to sit in an 
office in Springfield and kick that fellow or 
kick this fellow out. but I want to go on rec- 
ord right here, while I am stating my sus- 
} picions of some things, that I have a great 
deal of sympathy for them. 

Representative McGoorty, although ap- 
pearing to be one of the most interested of 
the committee, took no part in the examina- 
tion of Mr. Graves during the day. Mr. Me- 
Goorty began th¢ examination of Miss Lath- 
rop Thursday morning, but was called away 
almost immediately because of the serious 
iliness of his wife. Although Mr. Manny 
continued the examination of Miss Lathrop, 
the stenographic report of the testimony left 
the impression that Mr. McGoorty was re- 
sponsible for the questions which later were 
denounced as unfair—an impression which 
Mr. McGoorty corrected during the day. 


Dr. Green Denies Charges. 

Supt. J. IL. Green of the Illinois Eastern 
asylum for insane at Kankakee in the even- 
ing answered some of the charges against 
him and his institution. 

Dr. Green admitted that George Angell, 
an epileptic patient, fractured a bone in his 
right wrist by a fall on an icy sidewalk, but 
denied the statement that the man had not 
been given medical attention for a period 
of forty-eight hours. He said that the in- 
juries were given immediate attention. 

W. H. Harvey and wife, he said, are civi} 
service appointees and were not selected at 
his request. There was no favoritism shown 
in employing Mr. Harvey, he said, and the 
only time lost by Harvey was when he was 
off duty for a few days because of illness. 

As to the charge that he had used state 
labor to work upon his private launch, Dr. 
Green showed receipts for wages of the men 
who did that work. He also has receipts 
from an oil dealer for gasoline used on his

MAJORITY FOR DEFENSE. 


Many Seem Merry, but Several 
Appear Worried When Taken 
to Their Hotel. 


Seven for acquittal and five for conviction 
was the way the jury in the seventh Sunday 
cicsing case brought by the Law and Order 
league stood late last night when they went 
to bed at the Alexandria hotel.

W. F. Mulvihill, secretary of the Engle- 
wood branch of the prosecuting organization, 
testined to buying liquor there on that day. 
He also said he saw a bottle of a certain 
brand of whisky, which Coffey claims he 
does not keep, behind the bar. Albert Carr, 
the defendont's barkeeper, Who was on duty 
that day, testified that “ he didn't know.“ 
He said he worked every day and-did not 
keep tab on the date. 


Neither Does Landlord “Know.” 

William Brumstedt, owner of the premises 
and collector of his own rent, also testified 
that he did not know. The defense let it go 
on Mulvihill’s testimony. The taking of tes- 
timony was on the cut and dried order, Alfred 
. Austrian defending, and Assistant State's 
Attorney John E. Northup prosecuting, de- 
pending almost entirely on their speeches and 
their manner of laying the facts before the 


jury. 

In this respect Mr. Austrian showed himself 
far more generous than Mr. Northup. The 
latter Was permitted to explain to the jurors 
what precedents had been established in this 
series of cases, and go into the history of how 
the various juries stood. When Mr. Austrian 
attempted to avail himeelf of the same privi- 
lege, Mr. Northup objected and was sustained 
by the court. 

Mr. Austrian tried to explain that he was 
rot getting the same treatment as had been 
accorded to the state. Judge Heap admitted 
such to be the case; but pointed out that he 
oould not interfere with Mr, Northup, be- 
cause Mr. Austrian had voiced no objection. 


Railroad Evidence to Jury. 

Two days had been required to select a 
jury, but it took only twenty minutes to hear 
the testimony, and Judge Heap restricted 
opposing counsel to one hour each. The 
court made his own charge comparatively 
brief. At 4:85 o'clock the case was given 
over to the jury, after which court was ad- 
journed until 8:80. After a wait of half an 
hour and seeing no chance of the jurors 
agreeing, court was adjourned- until 9:80 
this morning, and the bailiffs were instructed 
to keep the jurors locked up until 10 or 11 
o'clock. 

Should they have found a verdict in the 
meantime, it would have been sealed and 
remained in the possession of the foreman 
until the convening of court today. The 
jury showed no signs of dissatisfaction over 
its confinement until nearly 10 o'clock, when 
the hopeleseness of the situation was shown 
by numerous regilests made to bailiffs to 
telephone wives and mothers that jurors 
would not be home. Later some of the men 
gent for cigars. 

The smokes were of the vicious sort, and 
whether these got working or not ie hard 
to tell. At any rate loud talk began as soon 
as they were well lighted, and at 10:30 three 
or four of the jurors pounded vigorously on 
the door and yelled so they could be heard 
twenty feet away from the door: O, come 
and take us to bed.“ 

When their wishes were complied with 
some minutes later all but one or two of the 
men who really seemed worried smiled and 
laughed over their release.

The first two cases in the series were tried 
against Thomas Chamales. In one the jury 
stood seven for acquittal and five for con- 
viction. The second case was acquittal. The 
next two were against Hugh Daly, the first 
being ten for acquittal and two for convic- 
tion, and the second eleven for acquittal and 
one for conviction. In one case tried against 
John Dorhoefer the jury stood seven for ac- 
quittal and five for conviction. One case was 
nensu'ted against Coffey. 

The state is giving out no figures on the cost 
of this litigation, but the defense asserts the 
cases so far tried, including the one pending, 
have cost the county $15,600.

A practically unanimous demand for an in- 
crease of $3.50 a week in wages was made 
yesterday by the members of the Milk Wagon 
Drivers’ union. The present scale of $17.50 a 
week will expire on March 31, and the union 
voted to request the employing milk dealers 
to make the scale $21 a week from April 1.

BANKER APPEARS IN COURT. 


He Claims Deed Purchased for Dollar 
Now Is Worth $15,000, 


Another asset (on paper) ot the defunct 


private bank of Archie C. Tisdelle, 04 La 


Salle street, that stands as a rival of the 
“mystic isle of Padre,” was discovered 
yesterday during the examination of the 


banker in Referee in Bankruptcy Eastman’s 
court. It is a lot in historic “ Streeterville,” 


the district north of the mouth of the river, 
that years ago became famous through the 
defeated claim of Capt. Edwin R. Streeter. 
Tisdelle testified the deed is worth $15,000. 
He gave $1 for it, it developed later. 

Banker Tisdelle appeared at the hearing, 
much to the surprise of some of the creditors. 
Shortly before noon Mr. Tisdelle, accom- 
panied by Charles Appelby, proprietor of the 
Hotel Carlyle 228 North Clark street, ap- 
peared before Lieut. Ryan at the Harrison 
street police station. Detective Patrick Sav- 
age read the warrant issued Thureday at the 
instance of Attorney Henry W. Lackey. Mr. 
Appelby signed a bond for $1,000 to guarantee 
Tisdelle’s appearance before Judge Wells 
this morning. — 

Notwithstanding he was under arrest, Mr. 
Tisdelle did not once use that fact to shield 
himself from the questions fired at him by 
Attorney James Rosenthal, who conducted 
the inquiry. He. relied frequently on his 
old standby, I don’t know.” 


Poor, Though Name Is on Deeds. 

Among the interesting points brought out 
by the inquiry was that the Mrs. Julia Olson 
Kelly whose name, together with that of her 
husband, Michael W. Kelly, appears on 
deeds and mortgages representing more than 
$11,000, is a poor woman living in a rear 
four room flat at 2 Grand avenue.

Testimony in Case of Marion 
Grey, Elgin Matrimonial 
Agent, Completed, 


FATHER SOBS IN COURT. 


Breaks Down as He Tells of the 
Goodness of His Daugh- — 
ter’s Character. 


Whether or not affinity agents can use 
the United States mails for the matching 
of soulmates will be deaided in the fed- 
eral court today. 

The jury in the case of Marion Grey, man- 
ager of the Searchlight club of Elgin, win 
listen to instructions of Judge Landis at 
10:15 o'clock this morning and may then 
return a verdict of guilty or not guilty 
against the young matrimonial agent. 

The last day of the trial of the affinity 
seeker was without the sensations which 
marked former proceedings. Apparently un- 
moved Miss Grey listened to the bitter de- 
nunciations of the government attorneys. 
While her own attorney was making his 
final plea for the liberty of the young girl 
she lay back in her chair apparently asleep 

Only one dramatic feature occurred during 
the day. When her aged father, D. E. Good- 
enough of Benton Harbor, broke down and 


, cried when telling of the good character of 


his daughter, Miss Grey arose from her 
seat and called: 

O, papa, papa, come and eit near me. 1 
want you so badly.“ 


Demand Girl's Conviction. 

When the defenge rested Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney H. A. Parkin made an ad- 
dress demandjng the tonviction of the girl, 
claiming she had secured hundreds of dol- 
lars through fraud dy using the United 
States mails. He told of the workings of 
the Elgin agency and how a membership 
fee was drawn from thousands of poor peo- 
ple by the advertisements of the young affin- 
ity finder. 

In his argument to the jury Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney S. S. Shirér said in part: 

“It rests with you gentlemen to decide 
whether the United States shall become a 
partner in the many matrimonial agencies 
which apparently are flourishing in this 
country. The sacred institution of marriage 
is involved in this case. Is marriage a traffic 
in this great and glorious country? Can 
love matches be made by a paltry $5 policy 
in an affinity agency? If you permit the 
operation of this kind of business it will 
undermine society, break up our homes, and 
place our wives and daughters in danger. 

Miss Grey ran a vicious, disreputable 
business, and it is up to this jury to stop it. 
It is a disgrace to civilization—this world- 
wide hunting of affinities and soulmates. 
Miss Grey had her chance to lead a respect- 
able life, and since she passed up the oppor- 
tunity she must suffer for her offenses.” 


Honest Business, Says Defendant. 

Attorney Newell, in behalf of Missa Grey, 
claimed that her intention was to run a 
soul partner clearing house in Elin, 
which was to be honestly conducted, and 
that she had committed no federal offense. 

Miss Grey, it is claimed by attorneys of 
the government, gave the most valuable 
testimony for the prosecution in the morn- 
ing session, when she testified that excerpts 
from ciroular letters she mailed to all who 
answered her advertisements were not just 
exactly true.“ 

They might be true,“ she explained. 

“ When I sent the description of a wealthy, 
lovable woman to her prospective soul part- 


in stock, but was confident of enrolling 
some one who would answer the déescrip- 
tion within a few days“. 

Miss Grey said she had collected during 
the three monthe she was in Elgin nearly 
$3,000, $2,000 of which she spent for adver- 
tising and printing. 

“TI cleared §1,000 in three months,” she 


said. 
Penalties if Found Guilty. 

Three indictments were returned against 
Mige Grey by the federal grand jury. If 
convicted on the three charges, she can be 
sentenced to four and one-half years in the 
federal prison and fined $1,500. The minimum 
penalty is a fine of 1 cent.

Playmates of the Victim Deseribe How 
She Was Stolen. 


Shaken by the honest eyes and innocent 
though telling expressions of three infant 
‘accusers, William Birmingham and Alsina, 
his wife, abductors of little Lillian Wulff, 
yesterday gave way to a flickering spirit 
of humanity and showed signs of remorse 
over their depravity. 

Their change in attitude came when the 
climax of the state's case was réached in 
the testimony of the Gough children, who. 
witnessed the abduction of the Wulff girl. 
The state rested its case shortly after this, 
at 4:15 o'clock in the afternoon. 

Birmingham, thoroughly dejected, wears 
the expression of a condemned man. His 


wife, whipped by the conscience she once 


displayed as a recruit in the Salvation army 
and the Volunteers of America, frequently 
weeps. 

Defense Changes Tactics. 

The line of defense has been changed. No 
longer are their lawyers trying to dispute 
identifications, and no longer do they in- 
timate the child followed along of her own 
accord.” The plea now is that Birmingham, 
an avowed epileptic with uncertain mind, a 
user of drugs, carried out his part of the 


wife was coerced into action by him and 
Everett Merrell, alias Riley, the accomplice, 
who is still at large.

It Is not the purpose of the Taft men to 
deprive Speaker Joseph G. Cannon of the 
honor of having the solid vote of the state 
Cast for him on the first ballot. What they 
want is votes for Taft on the second ballot 
if no nomination be made on the first. 

They will oppose any attempt to deliver to 
Mr. Cannon a carefully hand picked delega- 

tion, which can be used by him in any way 
he wishes. They are pretty likely to be suc- 
cessful in a number of the Chicago congres- 
sional districts, although it cannot be expect- 
ed that they will have much influence outside 
of Cook county. 


Chicago for Cannon with Limit. 

The situation in Chicago is such that the 
effort to deliver last ditch’ delegates to 
Cannon would not have much chance of suc- 
cess, even if no popular movement for Taft 
had been started.

Justice Hinted He Knew Men Who 
Robbed Citizen—Relatives Now Be- 
lieve He Was Poisoned. 


Mount Vernon, III., Feb. 14.—[Special.]— 
Suspicion that Squire Davis, a well known 
resident of Bluford, III., who died suddenly 
two weeks ago, died from poison has caused 
relatives to order the exhumation of the 
body for the purpose of sending the stomach 
to a Chicago chemist for analysis. 

Two masked men who entered the home of 
Charles Aldrich at Bluford three weeks ago 
and robbed him at the point of revolvers of 
$125 will be sought as the murderers if the 
analysis of the stomach shows that Squire 
Davis died by poisoning.

FISH REPLIES TO HACKSTAFF, 


Takes Issue with Illinois Central’s Vice 
President on Equipment Bond 
Deal. 


New York, Feb, 14 — Stuyvesant Fish, 
former president of the IIIinoie Central rail- 
road company, took ue today with the 
recent statement of A. G. Hackstaff, vice 
president of the company, concerning an is- 
sue of equipment bonds, which Mr. Hackstaff 
states was considered last summer by the

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DISCORD AS TO MACEDONIA 
THREATENS SERIOUS RESULTS 


Breakup of European Concert May Re- 
open Whole Near East Problem— 
Chance for Turkey to Delay Further.

LONDON, Feb. 14—What is practically 
the breakup of the European concert on the 
Macedonian question has come as a shock 
to the chancelleries of the continent and 
England, The assent of Germany to the 
management of Moroccan affairs by France, 
the conclusion of agreements to maintein 
the status quo in the Mediterranean, and 
the opening of negotiations looking to trea- 
ties that should accomplish a atentiar pur- 
pose with regard to the North sea seemed 
to make the possibility of differences arising 
among the powers remote. . 

The conferences of the ambassadors at 
Constantinople also appeared to be going 
on smoothly when a bomb was thrown into 
camp by the annoyncement made by Baron 
Marschall von Bieberstein, the German am- 
basseador, that Germany would no longer 
act with the other powers in insisting that 
Turkey consent to their demands. 

As to the cloud that has arisen between 
Russia and Austria-Hungary over the proj- 
ts for railroad extensions in Macedonia 
of the latter state, the right of Austria- 
Hungary to secure a concession for the 
Nobipazar railroad une and the justice of 
Germany supporting her ally are recognized 
in England, but it is contended that the pres- 
ent time is inopportune for the raising of 
thia point. 

It is now said that the official breaking 
up of all these international understandings 
will aggravaie the Macedonian question, re- 
open the whole near east problem, start a 
contest for railroad concessions which may 
lead to serious results, and enable Turkey 
to postpone the reforms for which the am- 
bassadors have been working.

CUTS CHARGES ONE-HALF. 


Declare the Local Switching Charges 
Should Not Be Higher. 


Chiecago’s shippers nee Petition for a 
readjustment of switching charges for the 
manufacturing district is being considered 
by the railroad and warehouse commission, 
hailed as a virtual admission of their claims 

nouncement yesterday that the Balti- 
more and Ohio Southwestern railroad has re- 
Guced its charges for Cincinnati by about 
one-half, 

Shippers declare that if a railroad can re- 
dude switching rates in Cincinnati without 
loss other roads can do the same for Chicago. 
The case of the two cities is about parallel 
and the new switthing rates which became 
effective yesterday in Cincinnati are only 
slightly higher than the rag@s which Chicago 
shippers demand. 

For Chicago the shippers asked the railroad 
and warehouse commission to establish a 
switching rate of 10 cents per ton on mini- 


mum carloads of twenty tons for hauls with 


a three mile radius, and 12 cents per ton for 
greater distances. 


Railroads Oppose Reduction. 

The railroads declared that such a rate 
would be confiseatory and unreasonable 
from the fact that the switching district 
might be extended to cover a maximum dis- 
famce of thirty miles from the southern to 
the northern boundaries of the city. At- 
torneys for the shippers also maintained that 
a maximum switching charge of $3 per car 
would be just and remunerative. 

The new rates for Cincinnati! bear out the 
shippers’ contentions. In adjustment of the 
controversy between: that road and the Re- 
céivers and Shippers’ association, the 
switching territory was made to include 
twenty-eight miles and rates were reduced 
from 40 to 60 per cent for the district. On 
business originating in Ohio and inter- 
changed between connecting lines the 
charges for movement in the switching limits 
will be $1.50, $2, and $3. This friendly ad- 
justment means much to the shippers and 
is expected to mark the beginning of a new 
era in industrial and commercial! develop- 
ment. The aew rates are satisfactory to the 
interests which have been contending for a 
reduction. 3 


., California Takes Up Fight. 

Along the me movement for reductions 
In switching rates and a further encourage- 
ment to Chicago shippers was the announce- 
ment that the California ram association 
proposes to formulate a series of complaints 
against the Southern Pacifie and Santa Fé, 
and that the first complaint has been filed. 

It alleges that the roads illegally have 
been collecting a switching charge of §2.50 a 
ear and its prohibition is asked on all inter- 
state commerce. These charges by the 
Southern Pacific alone are asserted to have 
amounted to $1,000,000 during the last year. 
The system was introduced after the earth- 
quake disaster and is said to be a violation 
of law as the fee is charged in addition to 
tariff charges. 


STOCKMEN WANT NEW LAW 
TO GOVERN TRANSPORTATION. 


Claim Railroads Are Deficient in Han- 
dling Their Shipments and Favor 


Passage of the Culberson Bill. 


Washington, D. C., Feb, 16.—- [Special. 1-4 
hearing wae today granted to representa- 
tives of various live stock and stock feeding 
interests of the west on the bill introduced 
by Senator Culberson to require interstate 
railroads to provide facilities for reasenable 
dispatch of freight. 

Included in the provisions of the bill are 
the furnishing of cars on notice, exchange 
of cars between railroads, and demurrage 
charges, all of which are to be carried out 
by the rules of the interstate commerce 
commission. 

8. H. Cowan appears for the Cattle Raisers’ 
Association of Texas. Murdo McKenzie, 
president of the National Stock Growers’ 
association also addressed the committee. 
C. W. Merchant of Texas and A. E. De 
Rickles of Denver appeared in support ofthe 
bill. 

The general tenor of the cattle peoples 
complaints against the railroads is that many 
of the common carriers doing interstaie 
business have failed to supply themselves 
with sufficient facilities to perform their 
duties, and they maintain that through 3 
scarcity of cars last,season a large propor- 
tion of the live stock marketed was so much 
delayed that it lost seriously in flesh. The 
stock raisers assert that even after provid- 
ing sufficient cars the stock ig moved 80 
slowly as to result in its serious age. 

It was contended that the Culberson bill 
would afford the necessary relief and bring 
the railroads to time. The bill makes it the 
duty of railroads to provide sufficient facili- 
ties to shippers and empowers the inter- 
state commerce com mission to enforce penal- 
tles for violation of the act. 

No action on the bill was taken by the 
committee today, but many members profess 
to see justice in the stock raisers’ complaints 
and believe that some such measure as the 
Culberson bill should be passed. 


LAWYER EDGAR SOUNDS ALARM; 
FEARS A COUP BY HARRIMAN. 


Issues Statement Regarding Illinois 
Central Railway Which Is Sharply 
Denied. 


Maxwell Edgar, lawyer, again injected him- 
self into the Harriman-Fish controversy over 
liiinois Central control last night. He issued 
a long statement full of dire forebodings of 
the road’s future in the hands of Harriman, 
and he told of rumors of “an impending 
scheme by E. H. Harriman and his confed- 
erates to mortgage the rolling stock of the 
Nuno Central to the tune of $30,000,000 or 
$40,000,000" He appeals to stockholders to 
* save the road from the fate of the Alton.“ 

Persons conversant with the road and with 
Mr. Edgar said he was on Mr. Fish’s paid 
staff and nad been working for several 
months to secure proxies for Fish. They aiso 
said the road's only need of money was for 
the construction of new lines planned in part 
during the Fish régime.

There 
sometimes are exceptions which justify 
resignations, but generally speaking you are 
under an implied obligation to serve your 
ccuntry as officers in the army. 

Tou will meet with injustices, some of 
you, and others will get all to which they 
seem entitled. In spite of all that you must 
live up to and do your duty earnestly and 
devotediy. You may remain a second lleu- 
tenant for twenty years or you may rapidly 
be promoted. 

It has been an inspiration to me in my 
administration of the war department to 
meet officers who had served twenty-five 
yoars in captaincy, but who were going about 
their work with all the enthusiasm of mili- 
tary ardor, no matter how deeply they felt 
they had suffered. It was real pleasure to 
me to be able eventually to raise them to 
the rank they deserved. 


Tinsel Worth Little. 


There ig much in life that is higher than 
the happiness of mere promotion or the 
tinsel of rank. Upon you the sturdiness of 
lhe government depends. You are subord!- 
nate to the civil authorities, but when danger 
comes you have the post of honor and the 
youthful opportunity that may bring you to 
the point where you will have the gratitude 
of your country for years after you have 
laid down your successful lives.“ 

The young soldiers received their diplomas 
in the order of class standing. Cadet Glen

It ie the exercise of a sovereign power,“ 
he said. Where would we have been to- 
day if we had not slipped in and helped the 
banks? They were certainly unable to do 
business without government ald.“ 

Mr. Teller said when the gold standard law 
was enected in 1900 that was supposed to be 
a panacea for all ills. He saw no reason why 
the government should guarantee the notes 
of somebody else. But the theory was one 
thing, and the present neceasity was another. 

“The bill,” he said, i an attempt to 
provide practical treatment for a condition 
that may arise almost any time.” 


House to Have Measure.

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CONSTANT INSPECTION NEEDED. 

The statements made to the legislative 
committee by members of the state board 
of charities emphasize what this paper 
has said about the defectiveness of the 
system under which the charitable insti- 
tutions are managed. One of the palpable 
weaknesses of the system is that it does 
not provide for adequate supervision. But 
if a high degree of efficiency is to be ee- 
cured and maintained there must be con- 
stant supervision, so that the slightest 
shortcomings in administration may be 
speedily detected and corrective measures 
adopted. 

The law requires each charitable insti- 
tution to be visited at least twice a year. 
The lawmakers thought that enough: It 
did not occur to them that frequent visits 
would be needed to keep the employés 
up to the mark as much as if they were 
running a store or a factory. There is 
found to be deterioration in either case 
unless there is constant watchfulness. 

The duties of a state board of charities 
are more onerous than they were when 
it was created. Not only is there a high- 
er standard of efficiency demanded in the 
management of charitable institutions, but 
thefr number has greatly increased. So 
has the number of inmates. The legisla- 
ture, however, unmindful of the change 
in conditions, has done nothing to better 
the system under which the state board of 
charities has to do its work. 

The members of the present board 
would have liked to do more visiting of 
the Institutions than they actually did. 
For one or another good reason it was not 
possible for them to exercise the rigid 
and continuous scrutiny, without which 
the best results cannot be secured. They 
discovered many abuses and suggested 
many reforms, but they could have accom- 
plished more if they had been able to 
dedicate themselves wholly to the work. 
This is a fact which the legislature ought 
to recognize and act on. 

There is need of a state board of charl- 
tles whose members will give all their 
time to their work. They should be prop- 
erly paid for, their services, so that they 
will not be obliged to divide their time 
between the state and their private busi- 
ness. When they worked for the state 
only it would be possible for them to keep 
in constant touch with the institutions. 
It would be impossible for the legislature 
to assert that they had not a thorgugh 
knowledge of conditions, and it might 
hesitate to assume the responsibility of re- 
fusing to make appropriations which it 
was informed were absolutely necessary. 

The general assembly has its work cut 
out for it when it shall reassemble in 
May. That work is the reformation of 
the system under which the charitable in- 
stitutions have been conducted. 


SOUTH PARKES COMMISSIONERSHIP. 

Mr. Henry G. Foreman’s term as south 
park commissioner has expired. He 
would like to be given a second term, and 
Tus Tripune knows of no reason why 
the Circuit court judges should not ap- 
point him. One man has preferred charges 
against him, but hardly anybody has come 
forward to back up their author. Fur- 
thermore, the charges are old ones which 
were investigated when firet made and de- 
clared to be unfounded. 

The only question for the judges to 
consider is whether the administration of 
south park affairs by a board in which 
Mr. Foreman has exercised predominant 
influence has been efficients. There can be 
no two opinions as to that. The parks 
have been made of greater service to the 
people. / The development of the neigh- 
borhood parks alone has been of peculiar 
value to them. The indoor and outdoor 
gymnasiums, the shower baths and swim- 
ming pools, the assembly halls, clubrooms, 
and reading rooms make up collectively 
the best park work that has been done in 
this country. ‘There is nothing to com- 
pare with ,it except in Boston. The 
Grant park work has been pressed vigor- 
ously, and downtown people will soon be- 
gin to see pleasing results. 

All that the community desires is that 
the south parks shall be so managed as 
to be of the greatest value to it. It is 
completely satisfied with the way in 
which they have been managed of late 
years. 


A GOVERNOR WITH ALL THE TALENTS. 

Possibly “they order these things bet- 
ter” in Massachusetts. With this as- 
sumption it is easier to account for the 
Hon. Curtis Guild, governor of that com- 
mouwealth. Massachusetts and Boston, 
or Boston and Massachusetts, or Mas- 
sachusetts including Boston—whichever 
method of stating it be most felicitoue— 
may not be able to understand why com- 
ments on the following facts are néces- 
sary, but nevertheless that commonwealth 
and that municipality may be persuaded 
to tolerate them. 

Gov. Guild has been known more by 
name than by attributes in the middle 
west. That extensive section of the coun- 
try admits that the fault properly should 
be placed on it and not on him—which 
does not alter the fact. He was a mem- 
ber of a distinguished group of. eastern 
men who gathered at Grand Rapids on 
Wednesday in celebration of Lincoln's 
birthday anniversary. On that occasion 
events of a political character conspired 
to overshadow temporarily in the public 
prints the contribution which the governor 
made to the higher things of life. This 
was excusable at the time, but it would 
not be pardonable if the shadow were al- 
lowed forever to remain. 

Mr. Guild not only made a scholarly 
speech on a national issue displaying 
statesmanlike ability. Eren if he had 
stopped with that he would have won the 
applause of the middle west, although he 
would not have called forth its surprise. 
He did more. He was the first to amile at 
a merry little French pun which came 
from the French ambassador, who, with 
him, was a guest of honor. It was almost 
a solitary smile. The middle west delayed 
its enjoyment until the ambassador had 
explained. 

That gentle solitary mile put Mr. Guild 
in a class all by himself as a governor, but 
it was only a premonitory symptom. He. 
recited a hymn. He related his military 
experiences asa soldier against Spain. 
He astounded his anditors by giving them 
Latin verse. He drew upon an apparent- 
ly prodigious memory for poetry which 
in length had to be measured by the yard 
but which in quality conld be measured 
only by the smallest fraction of an inch. 

He acted as a substitute for a singer 
who was to have sung the Marseillaise “ 
in honor of M. Jusserand, and his per- 
formance in the — na tive 
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or Antigone’s lament, would have whistled 
the R national hymn and might

But Princess Anna's son is content to call 
himself Col.“ Constantinovitch, and has 
never made use of the title of prince, although 
treated and recognized as his dearest and 
closest relative by King Milan. 

The colonel, who had at one time been a suit- 
or for the hand of Queen Natalie, has mar- 
tled his daughter to Prince Mirko, the sec- 
ond son of the prince of Montenegro, and who, 
in view of the childlessness of his elder 
brother's marriage, is destined to succeed 
to the throne of the Black mountains. 

If I am devoting some space to explaining 
all this, it is because I have received a num- 
ber of letters from readers of these articles 
inquiring about these soi-disant Servian 
princes over here, asking for information as 
to the nature of their pretensions. 

It is well, therefore, that their precise 
status should be made clearly known: the 
more so ae some of them seem to have even 
managed to secure admission to important 
clubs in New York and elsewhere, in the 
belief that they were bone fide royal princes 
of Servia.

of Shakspeare's works into Russian, be- 
came so imbued with the role of Hamlet, 
which he repeatedly filled on the amateur 
stage, that his present dementia has taken 
the form of the conviction that he is really 
the unhappy prince of Denmark of the bard 
of Avon. 

Many professional actors have in the same 
way become crazy through the belief that 
they were really the original characters of 
the,famous perstmages whom they had por- 
trayed before the footlights. 

Then there is the once well known Banker 
Carlsen at Copenhagen, who, having been 
informed that he resembled Alexander ITI. 
of Russia, cultivated that resemblance until 
he had become his double, and then ended by 
becoming convinced that he was the czar in 
person, and, consequently, an object of 
nihilist animosity. ; 

In fact, so terrified did he become of the 
plots which he believed to have been or- 
ganized by the Russian terrorists against his 
life, that he became completely insane, and 
died not long ago in an asylum near Copen- 
hagen, which he took to le the Russian pal- 
ace of Gatchina, and to be surrounded with 
every possible safeguard against the Mus- 
covite revolutionists.

The John Edward Courtenay Bodley who

FORGAN REPLIES TO BRYAN 
ON BANKING LEGISLATION. 


Defends His “Inconceivably Selfish Pro- 
test“ Against Guarantee for Deposi- 
tors’ Protection. 


In an open letter to Willtam J. Bryan, 
Janies B. Forgan, president of the First 
National bank, has called the editor of The 
Commoner to account for some of his asger- 
tions about Mr. Forgan and proposed bank- 
ing legislation, which were published in the 
Nebraskan's newspaper. 

Speaking of Mr. Forgan's argument that a 
law making it obligatory that all national 
banks guarantee depositors of such.banks 
against loss would be detrimental in reducing 
these banks to a common, plane, Mr. Bryan 
had said this was inconceivably selfish.“ 

Mr. Forgan replied to this in part as fol- 
lows: 

“If itis selfish to defend one's self or one’s 
bank against a policy that would despoil him, 
of it, of vested rights and property, then I 
admit the accusation of selfishness in my 
argument. 

“ The strong and conservative banks of the 
cowntry—ibe they large or small—have a 
standing now with the.discriminating public 
which is not accorded to the weak, specula- 
tive inatitutions. Under this favorable dis- 
crimination, the great majority of banks 
have built up good records, good reputations, 
and good wills. 

“These belong to them as valuable assets, 
forming the foundation of their public stand- 
ing and are, in fact, the essence of their cor- 
porate existence.“ 


WHY NOT NEGRO BANKERS 
AS WELL AS CAR PORTERS? 


Booker Washingten, Speaking in 
Bethel Church, Urges Hearers to 
Seize Opportunities Open to Them. 


“TIT cannot walk into a Pullman car but 
what some white man asks me to black 
his shoes or get him a glass of water. And 
it is just because a negro is always found 
doing that kind of work.“ ‘ 

Booker T. Washington, president of Tuske- 
gee university, introduced as the greatest 
black man living, made this remark at Bethel 
African Methodist Episcopal church, Thir- 
tleth and Dearborn streets, last night to an 
audience of 600 negroes. 

“The negro must work out his own sal- 
vatlon, declared Mr. Washington. We 
must take advantages of the many oppor- 
tunities held open tous. We sometimes com- 
plain because the white man does not open 
more doors for us. What we must do is to 
open the doors into business life for our- 
selves, 

“TIT want members of my race to strike 
out with the intention of becoming bank 
presidents, managers and proprietors of big 
corporations. 

The negro of today is too willing to ac- 
cept menial jobs. He is apparently satisfied 
with doing one kind of work year after 
year.”

In line with the 
above estimates the following message to Bros- 
geau from the Ogilvie Milling company of Mon- 
treal is interesting: No more wheat for export 
from Canada during the remainder of crop year. 
Fifty per cent of wheat in Canadian visible sup- 
ply is feed wheat. Ninety per cent of crop is 
marketed, farmers’ deliveries drying up. Coun-

We 
have also considerably increased the capac- 
ity ‘of the Cedar Rapids plant. All of our 
mills are in excellent working order, equipped 
with the most modern machinery, and 
manned by a capable force. The cost of all 
ordinary repairs and deprciation of machin- 
ery has been taken out of our profit and 
loss account, and, in addition, we have set 
aside $151,411 for extraordinary repairs and 
depreciation. We have declared dividends 
on the preferred stock at the rate of 6 per 
cent, payable 1% per cent quarterly on the 
number of shares issued, amounting to $511,- 
974; and on the common stock at the rate 
of 8 per cent per annum, payable 2 per cent 
quarterly, amounting to $357,186, or a total 
of 110. The payment of these dividends 
has been arranged so that they alterhate, and 
a stockholder owning each kind of stock 
receives a dividend every six weeks. 

The financial flurry and the general slow- 
ing down of business has not affected us 
perceptibly. Our foreign trade has more than 
met our expectations, and is in an extremely 
healthy condition; our specialites in the 


an ever increasing popularity, consequently

American Smelting. 

According to New York advices the shrink- 
age in securities of the American Smelting 
and Refining company has been helped along 
by a prospective cut in the common dividend 
and the heavy falling off in the company's 
business, threats of competition, and selling 
of the company’s securities by the insiders. 

A short time ago announcement was made 
that the volume of business had shrunk 50 
per cent. Since then a moderate improve- 
ment has been reported. Meantime the Gug- 
genheim holdings have been materially re- 
duced. 


Pennsylvania’s Idle Cars. 

It is announced that the Pennsylvania rail- 
road company has on its lines 77,000 idle 
cars, representing an investment of $77,000,- 
000. Of these idle cars, which represent ap- 
proximately 35 per cent of the company’s 
freight car equipment, 61,000 are standing 
on sidings, while 16,000 are in the various 
shops for repairs. 

According to the officials of the company 
the loss of revenue is not the only logs sus- 
tained by the company through the idleness 
of the cars. They say that in times like 
these the yards and sidings where the cars 
are stored are infested with thieves, who 
carry off every part that is portable about 
a car whenever possible, and that before 
these cars can be restored to service the 
missing parts will have to be supplied, and 
many of the cars go through the shops for 
that purpose. 


World’s Gold Production. 


The world’s production of gold has shown 
an uninterruptéd gain until the last year, 
when the estimate falls nearly $2,500,000 
short of the output in 1906. The United States 
fell behind, while the Transvaal showed a 
gain of $3,100,000. The following gives the 
world’s production: 
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Coffee Crop Equalization. 


Reports from Brazil 
coffee valorization plan is working out as 
the Bragilian government anticipated it 
would. The government holds the surplus 
coffee production. The reports indicate the 
plan has saved Brazilian planters from ab- 
solute ruin, for had the government not come 
to the assistance of the planters, the coffee 
industry, which is the main source of the 
wealth of Brazil, would have been killed. 

They argue that “ equalization’’ would 
have been a fairer and better understood 
term than valorisation.“ It has been sim- 
ply a movement to equalize the production 
in connection with consymption. The last 
crop was more than 18,000,000 bags of Santos 
coffee; some estimates place the present crop 
at 3,000,000 bags, while other advices are 
that it ill be 4,500,000 bags, and that the 
receipts this year, including the 2,500,000 bags 
carry over, will de about 7,000,000 bags; 
while the next crop will probably show 
8,000,000 bags. 

Taking the three years of 18,000,000, 4,900,- 
000, and 8,000,000 bags, there is a total of 30,- 
000,000, or an average of 10,000,000 bags a 
year, while the consumption is between 10,- 
000,000 and 11,000,000 bags. The equaliza- 
tion plan, therefore, according to its friends, 
has simply prevented coffee that will be 
wanted, from being thrown on the market 
when it was not wanted.

Board of Engineers Decides 
on Style for North and 
West Gide Lines. 


Far ROUTING SCHEME 


‘Question of Crossing City May 
Not.Be Taken Up for An- 
other Year. 


The board of supervising engineers settled 
the question of the type of street cars yes- 
terday. At the same time it badly unset- 
tied the through route question. Nobody pre- 
tends to say now when these routes can be 
established, and he is considered an optimist 
who predicts any of them will be running 
within the year. 

The argument which is made for the set- 
tlement is that it is the best which could bp 
done under the circumstances, and perhaps 
may not delay the through routes more than 
they would be anyhow. But when President 
Bion J. Arnold was asked last evening as to 
the latter feature, he replied: “ Don’t ask 
me. That is too long a story.” 

According to the decision of the board the 
Chicago Railways company ie to be allowed 
to put in a car which is narrower and lower 
than the Chicago City type. Whether the 
residents of the north and weet sides will be 

‘gatisfied with them is a matter for them to 
determine when they get them They lack 
dome of the advantages of the south side 
ears, but it is claimed for them they will 
be much better than those the Chicago Rall 
ways company is now running. 


Only “Liftup” Windows Possible. 


Their length ie to be the same as the stand- 
ard south side cars, but they will be three 
inches narrower and from a foot one inch 
to a foot three inches lower. The space in- 
side will be the same, but this is effected by 
reducing the width of the aisle one inch and 
narrowing the side walls one inch each. This 
last means not only lighter construction, but 
the windows, instead of dropping down when 
opened, will have to be lifted up, and this 
will.make ik impossible to practically turn 
the car into an open one in the summer time 
as the south side ones can be. 

The Chicago Railways company wes au- 
thorized to contract for 400 of them. of the 
“ pay-as-you-enter kind, with an option to 
also ask for bids for the same number of the 
old kind, the board to decide which should 
be bought. 

But while this type of car can be used on ths 
lines of the Chicago Railways company, the 
south side cars cannot, and that is what 10 
Making trouble with the through route plans. 


Cars Cannot Cross City. 


Speaking of the situation Chief Engineer 
Arnold last evening said: 

The south side company has not one dou- 
bie truck car which can run on the north 
and west sides. Its single truck cars now 
used in cross town service would not be ab- 
ceptable on through routes. What we are 
going to do about it is the question now 
bothering the board. We hope to work it 
out soon, however.” 

It is not expected that even the changes 
fin the curves and tracks can be made inside 
@ year. No real track work can be done 
until next summer and even some of the 
curves present physical difficulties. 
making its decision the board of engi- 
neers adopted this resolution: : 

This action is taken in an attempt to meet 
the various conditions incident to the op- 
eration of cars on the lines of the Chicago 
Railways company and with the desire not 
to inflict upon either of the railway com- 
panies unpecessary hardships, and without 
prejudice to the double truck cars of the 
Chicago City Rallway company or of the 
Chicago Railways company now in opera- 
don in Chicago.”

10 MEND SCHOOL METRODS. 


Principals Urge Radical Changes 
in Administration. 


NEW SALARY PLAN ADVISED. 


Suggestion Made That More Power Be 
Given to Superintendent, 


A scheme for what amounts practically to a 
revolution in the administration of a part of 
the Chicago public school teaching force wae 
laid before President Schneider and members 
of the echoo! board finance committee yes- 
terday afternoon. 

The plan, which involves radical changes in 
the salaries, 
jurisdiction of all the school principals and 
many of the teachers, was presented by a 
delegation of sixteen members of the Prin- 
cipals’ club. The school trustees discussed 
it at length with the principals, and assured 
them that the plan would be considered by 


| the school management committee. 


“In a way it was the most remarkable oon- 
ference ever held in the echool board room. 
one schoo! official commented after the meet- 
ing wae over. The trustees and the teach- 
ing force never got together like this be- 
fore.” 

Radical Changes Proposed. 

Briefly, the plan presented by the princtpals 
involves the following changes: 

Abolishment of the present “third sslary 
group” of principals and high school teachers, 
leaving only two groups, and Noonsequentty, only 
one promotional examination. 

Raising the elementary principal's minimum 
salary from $1,200 to §1,800 and the maximum 
from $2,600 to $8,500. 

Raising the high school teacher’s minimum sal- 
ary from 3800 to $1,100 and the maximum from 
$2,000 to §2,200. One high school teacher now 
receives $2,500, but this is an exception. 

Raising of head aesistant’s minimum salary from 
$1,050 to 61.200. 

Raising of high echool principals’ salaries “ to a 
figure commensurate with those in other large 
cities.” 

Appointment of head essistants by principals 


tnetea4d’ of through promotional examinations. 

Delegation to the superintendent of schools 
of authority to discharge prinoipals for inefficiency 
without a hearing or action by the school board. 

General enlargement of the executive powers 
and liberties of both high and elementary school 
principals. 

‘Plea Made for Principals. 

The spokesmen of the delegation did not 
mince matters in telling the trustees what 
was on their minds. 

“The principals of the Chicago schools 
are nothing more nor less than a lot of 
clerks, receiving and carrying out the orders 
of the board of education,“ said Principal 
William H. Campbell of the Wentworth 
school. “ We are not men and women work- 
ing out educational problems and principles. 
The executive function of the principalship 
is being lowered constantly and this is hurt- 
ing the work of the Chicago schools serious- 
ly. You can see it as you go into the schools 
of other cities and see their work. Weare 
not asking for an immediate adoption of our 
plan in all its details; we want the adoption 
of a policy—the recognition of our standing 
as principals. 

“In regard to the appointment and salaries 
of head assistants under the present system, 
by which there is only $50 difference between 
the salary of an eighth grade teacher and a 
head assistant, the salary difference should 
be made greater and the authority of seleo- 
tion for appointment left to the principal at- 
fected by the appointment.” 


Discharge Without a Hearing. 


„ Wouldn't that lead to a system of m- 
dividual preference and chaos?’ Trustee 


Dawes asked. 

“If a principal had not the proper judg- 
ment for such a case he should be fired,” 
replied Principal Campbell. “ Give that au- 
thority to the superintendent.“ 

Have him discharge the principal with- 
out a hearing? said Mr. Dawes. 

“ Yes; you do that in other lines of busi- 
ness.” 

Well,“ said Mr. Dawes, that might be 
all right, but I'm surprised to hear you say 
that.“ 

After a strenuous half hour at the tele- 
phone, Secretary Larson managed to get 
together eleven members of the school board 
early in the afternoon for the emergency 
meeting which was called on Thursday, and 
the estimates on the school tax for 1908 
were passed as outlined yesterday. These 
will be laid before the city council for action 
Monday night.
